A vote for freedom of information 


In over-riding President Ford's veto last week the 
House and Senate cast a rousing vote in favor of 
freedom of information and the public’s right to know 
what its government is doing. Only 27 Senators and 31 
Representatives voted against approving the 17 
amendments which are designed to close loopholes in 
the 1966 Freedom of Information. 

In the House no one spoke in support of the 
President's position but Rep. William S. Mocrehead of 
Pennsylvania urged: “Let our voices here today make 
Clear to the doubting citizens of America that 
Congress, at least, is committed to the principle of 
Open government.” 

Rep. Bill Alexander of Arkansas asked: “Hasn't the 
White House learned that government secrecy is ine 
real enemy of democracy?” 

We believe the White House does know that. 
President Ford indicated his acceptance of the 
desirability and necessity of relaxing secrecy rules and 
Speeding up the process of declassification when he 
vetoed the bill on the basis of certain provisions and 


Said he would submit his own suggestions for 
consideratian, 
Sen. Edmund Muskie of Maine stated “this 


legistation represents a unique opportunity to bring the 
people of this country closer to the facts and figures on 
which governmental decisions are based. We must not 
delay any further the people's opportunity to know 
more about their government. For too long that 
opportunity has been eroded by not enough candor and 
too much secrecy.” 

President Foard had said the hill is unconstitution- 
al. Sen. Muskie quoted an opinion from Professor 
Philip Kuriand, author and expert on constitutional law 
on that point, as follows: “! would repeat that the issue 
between Congress and the President here is not 
whether there is or should be a privilege for military 
and state secrets. Both are in agreement that there 
should be such a privilege. Nor is the issue veiweer 
the President and the Congress the question whether 
the federal courts should have the power of ‘in camera’ 
inspection in order to determine whether.the materials 
that are classified should retain their privilege. Both 
are in agreement that ‘in camera’ 
anorooriate. The controversy is solely over the 
question of the standard to be applied by the courts in 
making determinations of availability. Congress says 
that the materials in question must in fact have been 
properly classified in accordance with the Executive's 
own standards for classification. The President wants 
the secrecy maintained if the court finds a ‘reasonable,’ 
if erroneous, basis for the classification...| do not see 
how it is possible to say that the Presidential position 
is constitutional, but the Congressional position is 
unconstitutional.” 

When President Ford vetoed the measure, E&P 
said Oct. 26, “the intention of Congress is clear. It is 
up to the President to override bureaucratic 
objections.” Congress has now done that for him and 
the American people should profit by it.

SALES TAX REPEAL: 

-The House began the week by 
approving a bill providing for 
the implementation of the sales 
tax repeal and continued work 
to try and clear their calendar in 


preparation for session adjourn-. 


ment the first week of Decem- 
ber. 

The legislature, as { write 
this, apparently intends to 
finalize legistative action by 
December 6. Any legislation not 
acted on prior to the official 
adjournment of the session at 
the end of December will die 
and will have to be re-intro- 
duced next year. The legislature 
hopes to complete formal ses- 
sinne hy December 6 to provide 
time for orderly transition of 
power between out-going and 
incoming legislators and the 
newly elected leaderships in the 
House and Senate. The new 
1975-76 legisiative session will 
formally convene, as provided 
for in the State Constitution, on 
the second Wednesday of Jan- 
uary. 

House Bills 5182 and 5183 
providing for implementation of 
the sales tax repeal on pie- 
scription drugs and certain 
foods were adopted and sent to 
the Governor for signing into 
law. The repeal becomes effec- 
tive on January 1st, 1975. 

The bills provide that the 
sales tax shall not apply to a 
purchase of a prescription drug 
for human use (meaning insulin 
or a drug dispensed by a 
licensed pharmacist to fill an 
individual prescription prescrib- 
ed by a licensed physician for 
use by a designated person) or 
food for human consumption. 
Food for human consumption 
means ali food and drink items 
intended primarily for human 
cansumption except beverages 
with an alcoholic content of % 
of 1% or more by volume, 
tobacco and tobacco products 
and prepared food intended for 
immediate consumption. 

The critical portion, and the 
one that is likely to cause some 
questions, is the definition of 
“prepared food for immediate 
consumption.” According to the 
legislation now awaiting the 
Governor's signature, this does 
not apply to bakery products for 
off premise consumption, such 
as doughnuts, pastry, bread 
and cakes. 

Falling into that ¢ ny, 
however, and therefore subject 
to the sales tax are: food or 
drink prepared and served for 
immediate consumption at or 
hear the premises or ordinarily 
sold on a take out basis for 
immediate consumption either 
on or off their premises; food or 
drink furnished, prepared or 
served for immediate consump- 
tion at a table, chair or counter 
or from a tray, glass, dish, 


container or. other tableware... 
food or drink arranged on a. 


plate or platter, whether in- 
tended for individual or multiple 
servings and whether sold by 
the pound or by the serving, ora

faod which is cocked to the 
order of the purchase, or which 
is cooked and maintained at a 
temperature higher that the 
surrounding air temperature 
prior to sale, or prepared food 
which is sold by the piece rather 
than by weight or measure; food 
ordrink intended for immediate 
consumption sold fiom a vend- 
ing machine or by a vendor from 
a mobile facility. 

‘Rulings on specitic items will 
come from the Department of 
Treasury, but | include these 
specific definitions for your 
information and to point -out

-tions raised in the first few 
weeks because of seeming 
contradictions in taxable and 
Non-taxable items. It appears, 
for instance, that hot delicates- 
sen food may be subject to the 

- tax, while cold delicatessen 
food, sold by the pound, may 
not,

Sen. Pittenger, who has been in or’ 
around the public service for a good 
number of years now, is bowing out 
of the state senate this year after 
relinquishing his seat to a Democrat, 
present State Rep. Earl Nelson of 
Lansing. 

Nelson defeated Pittenger by a- 
goodly margin in the Nov. 7 general 
election, thus putting at least a 
temporary end to Pittenger’s legis- 
lative service after a couple of terms 
in the house and one in the senate. 

Although J’ve been a_ personal 
friend of long .standing of Sen. 
Pittenger’s, | have not always labeled 
his legislative efforts as A-1; but that 
is of little concern to either him: or 
tig. Ailer ail, Wii sureé e's noi always 
labeled my journalistic efforts as A-1, 
either, which also is of little concern 
to either of us. 

But after defeat Sen. Pittenger took 
an aciion that should be noted with 
same dearee of gratitude by al! those 
who are inclined to look down their 
noses at legislators.

He said so right out loud. And he did 
something to correct it.

’ Sen. Pittenger has been chairman 
of the Senate State Affairs Cam- 
mittee, and as such was guardian 
over a bill that was dear to the heart 
of Gov. Milliken and assorted others, 
namely the proposal to combine the 
present state departments of mental 
health, public health and social 
services into one great big single 
departmant, the Nenartment of Hu- 
man Services. For obvious reasons, 
this proposed reorganization became 
known popularly as the superagency.

Pittenger said the issue played a 
large part in his unsuccessful bid for 
reelection. Pittenger is quoted as 
saying he had “determined now i was 
wrong—people evidentally supported 
the bill.” 

Joining Pittenger in switching hor- 
ses was another Republican sena- 
torial lame duck who had fost out in 
the November election, Sen. Gordon 
Rockwell of Mt. Morris. Together, 
they switched sides because, ac- 
cording to published reports, ‘the 
Nov. 5 eiection Gonvinced then they 
had been wrong in opposing the bill.” 
* Well, hurrah for both of them, and 
especially for Phil Pittenger.

SECTION II 

Crawford County. 

Frederic township, portion of section 25; hunting prohibited. 

Hunting with or the discharge of a firearm is unlawful in the 
southeast % and the east % of the southwest % of section 25, 
town 27 north, Range 4 west, of Frederic township, Crawford 
county.
